Musical  Dramas  To  Provide 
Summer  Festival  Climax

Applications  for  student  hous- 
ing for  Autumn  Quarter  are  being 
received  in  an  ever  increasing 
number  by  the  Campus  Student- 
Housing  office.  Mr.  Jones  and 
four  assistants  are  busily  acknow- 
ledging and  segregating  this  in- 
flux. It  is  contemplated  that  they 
will  be  able  to  serve  adequately 
all  those  who  desire  assistance. 
However,  as  in  all  cases,  first 
come,  first  served. 

A survey  was  made  of  the  cam- 
pus housing  situation  to  date  and 
the  following  results  were  gath- 
ered. 

The  women’s  dormitories:  Cam- 
pus, Knight,  and  Allen  Halls, 
have  received  711  applications 
compared  with  a capacity  of  770. 
Board  is  offered,  as  in  the  Men’s 
Dormitories,  at  $1.10  per  day.  In 
addition  to  these,  seven  co-ops, 
Iona,  Nielson,  Wamick,  Dennis, 
Weona,  Hunter  and  Young  apart- 
ments, are  available.  Rent  in  the 
dormitories  and  co-ops  is  $12.50 
per  month. 

For  the  seven  Men’s  dormitor- 
ies 184  applications  have  been  re- 
ceived against  the  capacity  of 
350.  Veterans  are  given  prefer- 
ence and  rent  is  from  $9.00  to 
$14.00  depending  upon  single  or 
double  accomodations. 

Married  Veterans  housing  is 
definitely  at  a premium  on  the 
campus  with  200  apartments  av- 
ailable and  a waiting  list  of  300. 

Preference  for  campus  housing 
is  given  to  Freshmen,  according 
to  the  distance  away  from  their 
homes,  and  the  date  of  applica- 
tion. Listings  are  also  being  made 
for  off-campus  facilities. 

Furnishings  can  generally  be 
found  off-campus  for  $12.50  to 
$20.00  per  month  for  a single 
room,  to  $45.00  to  $50.00  per 
month  for  board  and  room.  Apart- 
ments are  somewhat  scarce,  but 
early  inquiry  will  usually  bring 
the  desired  results. 

Further  information  can  be  ob- 
tained directly  from  the  Student 
Housing  Office  located  in  the  Up- 
pe  rCampus  Bookstore  between 
the  hours  of  8:30  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m. 
Applications  for  housing  should 
be  received  within  the  near  fut- 
ure to  secure  satisfactory  process- 
ing.
